. Irish Industries. 


In the address which he delivered to the 
Dublin Industrial Development Associa- 
tion on Monday the Very Reverend J. 
McMulian gave excellent advice ‘to the 
business meu of Ireland. He is convinced 
that a splendid opportunity is now offered 
for the expansion of Irish industries. The 
way was pointed out by Mr. Lloyd George 
in his reply to the All-Ireland Munitions 
Committee. The factories. of Great Bri- 
tain have been re-equipped with modern 
machinery, more automatic than the old, 
and, therefore, more productive in relation 
to the amount of skilled labour employed. 
Moreover, a vast body of trained, if nof 
technically ‘skilled,’ labour has ~ been 
formed. Remunerative orders for muni- 
tions have made the erection of the new 
machinery a profitable enterprise. When | 
munition orders cease the machinery and 
the labour can be turned to account in 
ordinary production, and England will be 
more an industrial country than ever. 
The Minister of Munitions advised Irish 
manufacturers to endeavour to follow the 
same path—to venture something in the 
purchase of up-to-date machinery with a 
view to securing munition orders at once, 
and developmg a commercial output after- 
wards. It will be a venture, becanse it is 
impossible to foresee what amount of muni- 
tions work will remain to be done after the 
machinery has been secured—there is a 
delay of some months in delivery—or what 
new business can be created after the war. 
There is a good prospect, however, that, if 
plant be ordered soon, it will be obtained in 
time to deal with munitions orders suffi- 
cient to pay its cost, and that it will stand 
to the purchaser as so much new capital 
for future development. That was the hope 
held out by Mr. Lloyd George. Father 
McMullan carries the argument a stage 
further, and warns us that, unless Irish 
business men make this venture, .Jreland 
will be at a grave disadvantage in com- 
parison with Great Britain. The All. 
Ireland Munitions Committee has been 
formed to help them in thé venture, and 
with that Committee the Industrial Deve- 
lopment Associations will co-operate. 


An Option. 


The story of the British Government's 
acquisition of a controlling interest in one 
of the most important railways in Spain 
is refreshing, if only as the revelation of 
a case in which we were not, as so often, 
too late. The South of Spain Railway 
is of great importance to Britain at this 
moment, because it traverses a district 
which produces in great quantity the 
pyritic minerals required in the manu- 
facture of explosives. In the working- 
out of our munitions scheme we are, 
indeed, largely dependent upon the 
ores imported from Spain, and any inter-. 
ference with the regularity of the supplies 
would be a very grave matter. Even in 
normal times Spanish ores are neces- 
sary to various branches of British 
industry, and British firms have consider- 
able interests in the South of Spain Rail- 
way area. The Madrid Correspondent of 
The Times has given the facts with regard 
to the action oí the British Government. 
Our Embassy, he says, had reason to anti- 
cipate that this railway might fall into 
the hands of Messrs. Krupp, and “that 
British interests in the region might be 
imperilled. The British Government ac- 
cordingly authorised Sir Arthur Hardinge, 
our Ambassador to Spain, to acquire an 
option on this line, in his personal capa-

Since 
Sir Frederick ‘Banbury put .down his 
amendment providing that no salary at all 
should be paid to members, other amend- 
ments had been put on the paper. In one 
of these Mr. T. M. Healy invited the Irish 
members to seek exemption from the re 
ceipt of salaries, and once more to rely 
upon the voluntary contributions of their 
own race. Another, standing in the name 


of Mr. Duke and other Unionist members, | 


deprecated the raising of the general 
question of payment of members, as was 
done by Sir F. Banbury’s amendment, on 


the ground that it was a subject of party | 


differences, and would prejudice the public 
interest. As Mr. Duke's motion stood 
first upon the paper, it was generally ex: 
pected that the Speaker would call upon 
him after the Government motion had 
been introduced by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Mr. Lowther pointed out, 
however, that, as the debate had arisen 
out of a bargain or understanding with 
Sir F. Banbury, he proposed to “see” him 
first. 

This announcement caused some protest, 
but had perforce to be accepted. Sir F. 
Banbury then moved his amendment, and 
pointed out that the Parliamentary situa- 
tion’ had entirely altered since payment 
of members had been carried in August, 
1911. In present conditions it could not 
be said that members had to work hard, 
and there was no reason why they should 
continue to be paid. The party truce 
which he was accused of breaking only 
applied to controversial legislation, and 
had nothing to do with questions of 
national economy. He meant to, take the 
qiiestion to a division, though he was care- 
ful to explain that he did so as a pri- 
vaté member, and not as a Vice-President 
of the Unionist War Committee. 

This admission showed that the Unionist 
Party was divided on the subject, but it 
hardly prepared the House for the terrific 
onslaught that Mr. Duke proceeded to de 
liver upon the amendment and its author. 
It was a sorry welcome to give to the 
Prime Minister, “the visible centre and 
symbol of the Coalition.” The Unionist 
Party had refrained from re-opening the 
question because of the Ulster crisis. Now, 
though a greater crisis still was upon 
them, this “stale and stinking bone of 
contention” was thrown into their midst. 
Did the mover of the amendment want to 
drive the Unionist leaders from: the 
Cabinet? In these times we had “a cabal 
every afternoon, a crisis every second 
day.’ It was time to put an end to it, 
and he, for one, would vote with the 
Government.

THE FOOD SUPPLY. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, Tuvrspax. 


The Reichstag to-day began the debate on 
the second reading of the Budget. The public 
galleries were packed and the Imperial Chan- 
cellor and the Secretary of State were pre 
sent. 


Dr. von Bethmann Hollweg delivered a long 
speech, in the course of which he said—Three 
months ago, when I was speaking before you, 
I endeavoured to give you a picture of the 
military situation, based upon clear facta, 
Events have justified the confidence of my 
words. The Dardanelles campaign has proved 
to be a failure. After the victorious Serbian 
campaign, when side by side with us and the 
Austro-Hungarians the Bulgarian Army se 
cured a harvest of lasting glory, Montenegro 
and Northern Albania are now in the hands 
of our Allies. Now, as heretofore, the British 
are endeavouring to rescue _ the army 
sieged at Kut-el-Amara. Though the Rus- 
sians succeeded by a manifold superiority of 
numbers in capturing Erzerum, strong /ur- 
kish | forces ion preventing their further ad- 
vance. As the Russian attacks have been re- 
pulsed in Eastern Galicia, so a ain and again 
the attacks of the Italians on the Isonzo front 
have failed before the tenacious bravery of 
the Austro-Hungarian troops. With: unpre- 
cedented efforts the Russians have thrown 
thair strong columns against our lines op a 
long front. Before Field-Marshal von Hin- 
denherg and his brave men these attacks have 
collapsed, with gigantie Russian losses. 

THE BATTLE OF VERDUN, — 

Enemy nations have been told by their Go- 
vernments that we are reaching the end of 
our tether as regards military strength, that 
we have no more men, and that the spirit of 
our soldiers is broken. I believe the battle of 
Verdun will teach them better. Operations 
prepared with consummate skill are being 
carried out by our heroic troops, who are 
gaining advantage upon advantage over the 
enemy, who is fighting with a heroism which 
costs him dear. Thus the military situation 
on all fronts is very good, and 1s everywhere 
up to our expectations. Our enemies believe 
that they can attain by a starvation blockade 
the goal which they are unable to reach by 
arms. 1 understood their not abandoning 
this hope last year, but I cannot understand 
how sensible people can still cling to it after 
the experiences of 1915. Our enemies forget 
that our State, thanks to the powerful orga- 
nisation of tle whole population, is able to 
overcome the greatest difficulties connected 
with the distribut#n of foodstuffs. They for- 
get that the German people has at its disposal 
a gigantic moral reserve which enables it to 
reduce its standard of living, which . had 
greatly risen during the last few decades. 
What, for instance, would it matter if 
We had to go back as regards the consump- 
tion of meat and other necessaries to the 
seventies? I imagine our enemies will remem- 
ber that the generation of 1870 was strong 
enough to deal heavy blows. 


DFFICULT MONTHS. 

The present months are difficult ones, and 
are forcing restrictions upon many house- 
holders, and bringing care into many families. 
The more grateful 1s our admiration for the 
heroic sacrifices which are being made for the 
Fatherland, when we see how the poor are 
putting up with these hard times, and how 
ready they are to accept everything in this 
life-and-death struggle. Such reports are 
coming from the whole country. But we also 
learn. that the work of those at home will bear 
fruit, if Heaven blesses our fields. The revorts 
one and all say that the winter crop is a good 
one. It is many years since crop reports me 
given so hopeful a picture. The harvest of 
1915 was one of the worst for decades, but in 
spite of that we have sufficient corn for bread 
to last not only until the new harvest, but 
also to enable us to begin the new year with 
an excellent reserve. The agricultural 
strength of Germany will once more be de- 
monstrated. - We shall have sufficient in 
future as we have had in the past. 


THE BLOCKADE. 


In their attempt to starve us out by 


‘blockade, to extend the war to the entire Ger- 


man people, including women and children, 
Great Britain and her Allies have denied to 
neutrals the right of legitimate trade and 
traffic with the Central European countries. 
The United States Note of November 5th, 
1915, sets forth in striking fashion the British 
violations of international law, but so far it 
has not been answered by the British Govern- 
ment. Similarly, all other protests of neutrals 
to our enemies have remained unsuccessful, 
and have only been followed by more viola 
tions of neutral rights. The British Govern- 
ment has not. even hesitated: to. prevent the 
humane endeavours. of American  philan- 
thropists to supply milk for German children. 
A recent Order in Council menaces legitimate 
trade to neutral ports, by a further tightening 
of the blockade measures, which are contrary 
to international law. No neutral, if he thinks 
clearly, whether he be well disposed towards 
us or not, can deny us the right to oppose this 
illegal war of starvation. Nobod

The 
robbery of our vessels, jeeringly saluted by 
their guns, was the limit. Portugal acted 
under pressure of Great Britain. Great 
Britain thereby gave another proof of her 
way of protecting small nations. 


THE PEACE QUESTION. / 

When, on September 9, I declared our 
willingness to discuss peace, I said I did not 
see any similar readiness on ‘the part of our 
enemies. That I was right has been proved 
by everything which has occurred meanwhile, 
and by what we have heard from enemy 
statesmen. Their speeches in London, Paris, 
and Petrograd are so clear that I need not go 
into details. ' Just one word may be ad- 
dressed to Mr. Asquith. I do not reply to 
his personal attacks, because, even in war- 
time, I believe that personal calumny is an 
unworthy weapon.’ As far as Mr. Asquith is 
concerned, his first condition of any peace 
negotiations is the complete and 1 de- 
struction of the military power of Prussia. 
Everyone is willing to discuss peace proposals 
put forward by the other party. Suppose I 
sugge: to Mr. Asquith that he should 
examine peace peepee with me, and he were 
to start with his condition of the final and 
complete destruction of the military power 
of Prussia, then our conversation would end 
before it had even n. To such a condi- 
tion of peace there only remains one answer 
for us. This answer will be given by our 
sword.

In the course of many aerial engagements, 
31 German machines were brought down by 
our pilots, nine of which descergled in flames 
or crashed to the ground witiin our lines, 
while 22 were brought down in the German 
lines. There is no doubt concerning the fate 
of these 22 machines, which our pilots at- 
tacked over the enemy’s lines. welve of 
these aeroplanes were seen coming down in 
flames. and ten descended in headlong spirals 
under the fire of our aviators. Moreover, four 
Jerman machines were brought down by our 
special guns, one in our lines in the: neigh- 
hourhood of Avoeourt, and three in the enemy 
lines, one near Suippes, one near Nouviba, 
and one near Sainte Marie.

RAIDER GETS LIVELY 
RECEPTION. 


The Lastern Morning News says :—About 
9.30 on Wednesday night a Zeppelin appeared 
over a north-east coast town, and had a lively 
reception. 

Its presence was immediately detected, and 
being caught in a searchlight it was vigorously 
fired at ‘by anti-aircraft guns. 

It was a clear starry mght, and the airship 
Was clearly visible. Its altitude was not 
high, and for a time it remained stationary, 
as though uncertain in which direction to 
escape. Endeavours were made to avoid the 
searchlights, but without success, and (shells 
were seen bursting round it. It eventually 
dropped in an easterly direction, and was not 
aeen again. Three or four 
dropped in outlying districts. : 

A Press Association north-east coast corre- 
spondent telegraphs :—On Wednesday night a 
Zeppelin was seen hovering over the district. 
After encircling the town for about three- 
quarters of an hour, it commenced dropping 
bombs, and eventually left in a _  south- 
easterly direction. 


BOMBS DROPPED ON VILLAGES. 


Correspondents forward the following 
accounts of the Zeppelin raid on the nerth- 
eastern counties on Wednesday night :— 

In the early hours of the morning some 
inland rural districts of the north-east of 
England were visited by a Zeppelin. Alccord- 
ing to observers, the raider was first seen 
just before midnight; when it apparently 
made a tour of inspection, but made no 
attempt to do amy damage. Half an hour 
after midnight the first bomb was dropped, 
and fell near a school, damaging seriously 
the surrounding wall, but doing only slight 
injury to the school buildings. A few more 
bombs were dropped in the adjoining field, 
and some of these failed to explode. The 
raider next proceeded to another village a 
few miles away, having entirely lost its 
bearings, and dropped eight bombs in rapid 
succession. The first fell on vacant ground, 
and the next on & row of houses in the 
little main street. Three small dwelling- 
houses were smashed by the concussion, but 
fortunately the casualties were only two per- 
sons injured—a man, aged about 50, and a 
young woman of 17. A third bomb also fell 
in the main street of the village, but, beyond 
destroying the roadway, did little damage 
to the buildings on either side. 

As showing the rustic nature of the district 
selected by the Zeppelin, it need only be 
mentioned that the succeding five bombs also 
fell in agricultural land. Here one ‘small 
house was struck, and a man and his wife 
had a narrow escape. The dwelling was 
wrecked, with the exception of two back 
rooms, where they were asleep. They had 
no means of escape except by a shattered 
window, and, calling for help, they were im- 
mediately rescued. In the next bedroom 
were a son and a visitor, who were precipi- 
tated into the basement kitchen and buried 
in the dédris. The visitor was easily extri- 
cated, but it took an hour to rescue the lad. 

In another case a five years old boy was 
buried in house débris, while his mother 
escaped. The child, according to rescuers, 
kept up a brave heart, and even chaffed. his 
liberators in child-like way while he was

GOVERNMENT PROPOSAL ' 
WITHDRAWN. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
McKenna moved a resolution to the effect _ 
that a member should not receive a salary 
and allowance as a member of the House, 
and, in addition, dull pay as a member of 
His Majesty's naval or military forces tor 
the same period, but should be at liberty 
to elect to receive salary in one or other of 
these capacities. 

Sir Frederick Banbtiry moved an amendment 
providing that a member of the House of 
Commons should not receive a salary and 
allowance as such. 

Mr, Bonar Law declared that the question 
of the payment of members was as much a 
party question as Home Rule or the Welsh 
Church Bill, and it must be obvious that 
if Unionist members of the Government 
demanded the right to discuss the matter 
on its merits they would abandon not only 
the continuation of the Coalition Govern. 
ment, but amy hope of running this war 
on any but purely party lines. 

The Labour Party, since the beginning of the 
war, had shown a spirit of which every 
member of the House was proud. The idea 
that in the middle of a session they should 
suddenly be left without anything to live 
upon involved an intolerable hardship 
which he did not think any member of the 
House would support. 

Sir Edward Carson deeply regretted that such 
a question should be brought forward in 
the middle of a great war. The Govern. 
ment’s motion was not worth discussing 
while there were so many vital questions 
awaiting the attention of the Government. 
He was opposed to the amendment be. 
cause it had been brought forward at a 
most inopportune time. 

The amendment was defeated by 215 votes, 

Colonel Craig proposed an amendment pro. 
hibiting any member in receipt of a salary 
paid out of public funds from accepting a 
Salary as a member of Parliament. 

Mr. Ashley moved to amend the amendment so 
as to include members “' paid out of public 
or civic funds.’’ 

Sir Edward Carson appealed to the Chancellor 
to withdraw the motion on the ground 
that the discussion of it was beneath the 
dignity of the House. 

The amendment was then withdrawn, and Mr, 
McKenna withdrew the original motion.

PAYMENT OF MEMBERS. 


Mr. McKENNA (Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer) moved :— 

“ That a member of the House of Commons 
shall.not receive a salary and allowance 
as a member of the House and, in addi- 
tion, full pay as a member of His 
Majesty’s naval or military forces for the 
same. period, and that im such a ease 
a member shall be entitled to elect 
whether he receives his salary and 
allowances as a member of the House 
or his pay as a member of His Majesty’s 
naval or military forces:”’ 

He said that this was not the first time 
that this subject had been raised in the 
House. At the beginning of the war it wad 
decided that civil servants serving with the 
naval or military forces should, except in 
certain cases, receive their civil pay minus 
the service pay and superannuation allow- 
ances. The question then arose as to whether 
a similar arrrangement should be made with 
regard to the salaries of members of Parlia- 
ment. The resolution he proposed to move 
was based upon a recommendation made. by 
the Retrenchment Committee, which was ta 
the effect that members of Parliament servin 
‘with the armed forces of the Crown should 
receive either their full military pay or their 
salaries, but not both. The Government 
accepted that view, and made a provisional 
reduction in the estimate for the year 1916- 
17 in respect to the salaries of members of 
Parliament in receipt of naval or military 
pay. While it was true that the payment 
of a member’s salary was not dependent upon 
his attendance at the House, it was not de- 
sirable that he should receive a salary when 
he had accepted an engagement under the 
State, for which he was being paid, which 


rendered it impossible for him to give to 


the House the attendance which would 
ordinarily. be expected from him. He was 
sure that the House would desire to give 
the fullest consideration .to the recommenda- 
tions of the Retrenchment Committee. There 
were larger issues which might bé raised on 
the motion, but on these he did not desire to 
touch. The motion he had to move raised no 
controversial or party question. It embodied 
the view of the Treasury, supported by the 
Government, and he asked the House to giva 
its decision upon it, quite apart from any 
other ‘consideration which might. be opened

Mr. SNOWDEN called attention to the 
action of local tribunals, which had refused 
exemption under the Military Service Act, to 
applicants who pleaded conscientious objec- 
tions. The matter, he said, was one of great 
urgency, and he was anxious that the Govern- 
ment should do something more than keep a 
close watch on the proceedings of the 
tribunals. He asked what the Government 
was going to do with the thousands of cases 
of men, who, having been refused exemption, 
had been given non-combatant duties, and 
who refused to do them, and he asked that 
nowhere and in no circumstances should con- 
scientious objectors be subject to the death 

nalty. He appealed for an impartial in- 
quiry into the administration of the Act in re- 
to conscientious objectors, and asked that 
meanwhile those who had been arrested should 
be released. 

Mr. NIELD said that all the conscientious 
objectors that had come “before the tribunal 
on which he sat had been given the fullest 

unity for their cases to be investigated. 
r. LONG said that this kind of debate was 
doing the case of the conscientious 
objectors a great deal of ‘harm, 
and it was very significant that the 
complaints and charges against tribunals came 
almost exclusively from those members of the 
House who op the Military Service Bill. 
(Cheers.) He hoped the House would not run 
away with the impression that these were the 
only complaints. Scores of complaints reached 
him, but the House of Commons was the last 
lace in which to re-try cases heard before the 
focal or appeal tribunals. The inquiries he 
had made wed him that in almost every 
case the allegations made could not be suab- 
stantiated, and that a great deal more was 
to be said on both sides. These complaints 
against the tribunals were made almost exclu- 
sively by members who were opposed to the 
Military Service Act. He believed that the 
tribunals were. doing their work extremely 
well, despite the difficulties of their task.

It is notorious 
that in some counties the tax is inefficiently 
collected, and many motor.car owners do not 
pay.  [ know of several who have not, paid 
for years. Personally, I do not object to pay-

The sergeant of each R.I.C. barrack 
could keep a register: of the cars in his dis- 
trict, and it would practically be impossible 
for any car-owner to escape paying his tax.—

Srr,—I desire to draw the attention of lrish 
motorists to the injustice which the new tax 
will cause to them as compared with English 
motor users. .‘The tax proposes to treble the 
duty on large-bore Hon Bars which generally 
belong to old ears, and also those oí Ameri- 
New and expensive cars 
have generally small-bore engines; old and 
cheap cars comprise the majority of large- 
bore engines. Compare the cars im use 
here with those in any English city, and it is 
at once evident that old-type and American 
cars predominate here. Insurance companies’ 
returns can be called upon in proof that the 
average value per car in usé in Ireland is 
very much less than in England. 

Not alone is this injustice evident in the 
value of the cars themselves, but in the tax- 
able capacity of their owners. Take an aver- 
age Irish car, such asa Ford or similarly 
engined old type car, the selling valué of 
which is £150. The new tax will be £18 18s. 
Compare this with an average English-owned 
car worth £300, the new tax on which is only 
£8 8s. One would imagine that the capacity 
of taxation would be evident, even to a 
Treasury official. While I am sure that every 
Irish car-owner is willing to help to pay for 
the war, an injustice like this, which practi- 
cally amounts to preferential treatment for 
English car-owners, should be resented. 
Value, not horse-power, should be the basis 
here.—Yours, etc.,

Srr,—I teel quite flattered to have drawn 
the fire of such a big gun as the Secretary 
of the United: Kingdom Alliance in person ;

has not damaged my position nearly so much 
as he imagines. It will be remembered that

I was not awtre, by the way, that to 
call the contrary opinion a “ fundamental 
falsehood ” was abusive. ‘If so, all contro- 
versy is abusive, as you try to prove 
your opponent's opinions to be false. Mr. 
Wilson admits that dutiable alcohol is used in 
large quantities in the medical trade. 1 some- 
times purchase small quantities of absolute 
alcohol for certain scientific work. Before 
‘Mr. Lioyd George’s Budget of three years ago 
it used to cost me 5s. per pint. After that 
I had to pay 7s. 6d. ‘the manager of a ve 
average chemist’s shop told me that the addi- 
tional duty had added £90 a year to the ex- 
penditure of the business on this drug. If a 
s per cent. increase amounta to , it is 
clear that, before the increase, the expendi- 
ture was £180, and after it £270. f one 
average chemist’s shop spent £180 a year on 
absolute alcohol, not a drop of which was 
used to drink, it needs no great cleverness to 
infer that the expenditure of all the chemists’ 
shops’ in the United Kingdom must have 
amounted to a very large figure, indeed, every 
bit of which should be deducted from that 
part of the “ Drink Bill’’ under the head of 
spirits. Then most yee know that wines, 
brandy, whiskey, and malt liquors ate exten- 
sively used i bain. and in the confectionery 
trade. All the alcohol so used goes up the 
chimney, and not down anyone's throat. So 
here again a large and guite undeterminable 

uantity must be deducted from the ‘‘ Drink 

ill ” for alcohol which no one drinks. 

Now, take my second assertion, that it 
is false and misleading to call the expenditure 
of money, coal, corn, etc., in the manufacture 
of beer, ale, stout, etc., waste. The United 
Kingdom Alliance and its adherents talk as 
if all drinking of alcoholic beverages spelt 
drunkenness, and everyone who resorted to a 
public-house did so to get drunk. It is not at 
all too strong an expression to call this a 
falsehood, or even a slander. No doubt, a

Str,—A report on’ diseased meat made hv 
Mr. Watson, the veterinary surgeon to the 
Dublin Corporation, was published in the 
Irish Press during the first week of March. 
In a degree it retiected on certain dutchers, 
and it contained an expression of surprise, if I 
recollect aright, that the Agricultural Depart- 
ment failed to do its duty in assisting to sup- 
aon the sale of diseased meat. I hold no 
brief for the victuallers of Ireland, but it 
is nothing more than fair to them to say that 
owing to the neglect of the Vice-President 
of the Department of Agriculture, they of 
necessity cut away and throw into the manure 
heap, as ee are, sométhing ap- 
proximate to £1,000,000 of beef per annum. 

er | have no alternative. Practically every 
animal from now until the middle of July is 
a mass of suppuration and pus all along its 
choicest joints, and, from loyalty to their 
patrons, every butcher cuts away large quan- 
tities of this meat, technically called ‘‘ licked 
beef,”’. and this huge wastage of our most 
valuable product goes on year after year, 
when the remedy is simplicity itself. “Five 
years ago you afforded me the hospitality 
of the- /rish Times for a letter, urging on 
our Agricultural Department the necessity of 
stamping out the ox warble pest. I stated 
in that letter that the loss to the country 
was upwards of a million sterling annually, and 
I detailed the simple remedy.

They will dash anywhere and smash all before 
them to escape the torture, of which they 
have an instinctive knowledge; and, as the 
result, they will weigh less after a hot July, 
than at the commencement of the month, 
Then, during April and May cattle suffer 
intensely when the grub feeds on their flesh 
and perforates their hidés, and again. cease 
to thrive. What will one of our hide mer- 
chants tell us is the loss from warbled hides 
per annum? 

Yet again, sir, in -The Stockbreeder, the 
leading agricultural journal of England, 
during last month, the Secretary of the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals’ Association 
published a piteous appeal to English farmers 
to slay this grub while still in the backs of 
their cattle.
